The death {s anvounced of J los Favre, 
whose name is bound up ao closely with the 
political life of France during the last fifty 
years, We take the following brief life of 
that eminent statesman from Men.of the 
Time w= : . 

Favre, Gabriel Olaudé Jules, a Prench 
statesman, born at Lyons, Match 31, 1869, 
was prosecuting his studies for the bar at 
the outbreak of the revolution of July, 
1830, in which he took an active part. He 
soon afterwards commenced practice, whilst 
the independence of his character, the 
bitter irony of his address, and the 
radicalism of his oplatons, made him a

Elected after tha coup lat of 1851 to the 
General Council of the Loire-et-Rhéne, he 
refused ‘to take the oath’ to the new con- 
atitation, His defenca of Orsini in 1858 
created a great sensation by. its boldness 
and eloquence. In the same year he be- 
came a member of the Legislative body ; 
alnce which tims he has distin.uished 
himself by his specches in favour’ of com- 
plote liberty of the press, against the law 
of “deportation,” the war with Austria of 
1859, and in 1864 an attack on the 
icy of the Imperial Government in the 
foxican war. At the general election of 
1869 M_Favre narrowly escaped losing his 
seat, He was proposed for various con- 
stituencics, but 1 was thought he had the 
best chance in the 7th clrconecription of 
the Seine, and the Ist circonscription of 
the ‘Rhéoe,.:At Lyons, however, -he' sus 
talned a severe defeat, polling only 6,992 
votes sgainst' 16,986 recorded in favcur of 
the Soclalist candidate, M. Baspail, In 
oe ‘the conten mm - ‘Cautagre, Mu.

The .following proclamation his been 
ordered by the. Viceroy of Kywangtun, 
tpibe published tu the district of Quel - 
shing :— 

“It Is agrood in Art, KILL, of the Travty 
batween Brana and China, that tho Chi. 
neae authorittes shall afford tho. fullest 
protection to Roman Catholics. aud their 
property, and permit them to propagate 
or practiso the Doctrine of tho -Lord of 
Heaven. : : 

“In Art. VILL it is agreed that. the 
Missionaries shail be entitlod.to tha protee. 
ton of the Chinese authorities,.and ba 
Permitted to travel to all parts of China,” 
under passports; to teach Doctrine to all. 
men. Roman Oatholics, if not offending 
aisint, the laws, must. not be daterfered 
with, ; ea 

“Art. K.—French subjects “shall be 
permitted to trivel for their plesunra or 
for parposes of trade, to all parts of the 
interior, and to enjoy the right of re- 
sidence, of buying or renting houses, - of 
easing land therein, and of building 
Churches, the regulationa governing which 
will be drawn up by the Consul and the 
Chinese authoritics; if they desire to raat 
houses they shall pay: tho rates prevailing 
among the people, equitably, and without 
exaction’on both sides, Le, tho landlord 
and tenant. i ieee = 

“Tt is hereby agreed that all tho articles 
above mentioned shall ba complied with by ~ 
both the Chinese and the French } aud it 
was decided, during the fourth year of the 
late Emperor Tangohi, that if any: Missio. 
nary desires to bay a house or land for the 
purpose of building a church, the deod 
ball be made to the community of that 
church. French ‘subjects shall be pro-
